Indiana State Board of Health Issue* a 


Remarkable Circular. 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 4.—If tho state 


board of health curries out Its idea, there 
is going to be less spitting done In tho 
state of Indiana than there is at present. 
Tho board is tbo inveterate enemy of tbe 
man who spits, and proposes to pursue 
him with all tbe weapons that law will 
permit it to use. It will issue, tomorrow, 
a circular letter to all railroad officials ID 
Indiana asking them'to have ejected from 
their trains every man who spite, that IB, 
if he spits persistently, after being warned 
not to. 


In its circular, the board explains that

The Chicago Journal is still troubling 


itself about McKinley's attitude on the 
money question. Ii wants him to define 
his position. It states that Reed, Morton, 
Cullom and Allison partly, have all de- 
fined their positions and are all pledged 
to a gold standard, but it forgets to state 
-that McKinley is pledged against the free 
coinage of silver. There are some people 
who are borrowing a good deal of trouble 
about the money question by raising nice 
points that have no exisence as a matter 
of fact in a broad commercial sense. 
There is but one possibility in the money 
question. That is the free coinage of sil- 
ver. 
There is, as a matter of fact no 


question as to the gold standard. There 
can be none in this country because legis- 
lation could not change the commercial 
fact that no matter what the medium of 
exchange may be in this country gold 
will be the standard of value. It has al- 
ways been tho standard of value and pur- 
haps 
will 
always 
continue 
to 


be. Silver! once want to a premium, 
that fact .was discovered 
by 
meas- 


uring it with gold. It was measured by 
gold because by some law higher than 
any enacted by legislative bodies has pro- 
claimed gold the standard of values. Dur- 
ing the war period gold was at a premi- 
um. That is to say our paper money had 
depreciated.one dollar of it was not worth 
as much as the measure of value the gold 
dollar. Those were the days before silver 
•was demonetized and yet no one ever 
heard through the war period of our pa- 
per money being measured by silver. No 
one ever heard of silver being at a pre- 
mium. 
The standard, therefore, as be- 


fore the war and since the war has been 
gold and whenj those people, who find so 
much to shy at in McKinley's candidacy 
as to the money question and so much to 
please them in the fact that some other 
men have declared in favor of the gold 
standard,it simply shows l^iey are hard to 
please in one direction and mighty easily 
pleased In tho other. It may sound very 
robust to say one favors a gold standard 
but as a matter of logic and principle 
there is no more in it than i£ one declared 
in favor of the mountains being higher 
than the valleys. They have always been 
higher and always will be and even a re- 
versal of names would not change the re- 
lations.

Tbo recount has now been completed 


by tho canvassing .boards, and in the 
whole district there is a not gain of forty- 
throe for General Binakor, with several 
hundred ballots referred to the election 
committee for decision as to how they 
shall be counted. It (s conceded that 
more of these ballots are favorable for 
Rinaker than for Downing. The largest 
number of ballots objected to were in 
Morgan and Maconpin counties, and tho 
objections were made by Mr. Downing's 
attorneys,as they seemed disposed to post- 
pone,the result as long as possible. In 
Maooupin County General Dudley, as 
Downing'8 attorney, objected to a great 
many ballots, and there were sixty-seven 
ballots sent to the election committee. 
More than half of these are for Binaker 
and they will be counted for him, but by 
sending tip so many Dudley kept the net 
gains for Rinaker on the face of tho re- 
count in Maooupin and Oalhoun counties 
down to five. In Morgan county Mr. 
Downing had an attorney for one of the 
committee of canvassers, and he objected 
to so many ballots th'at about 150 were 
certified to the election committee. More 
than half of these are for Rinaker, and 
will be so 'counted, but by objections 
Downing's attorney kept Rinuker's net 
gain in Morgan county down to one vote. 
In Jersey county Downing made a net 
gain oE three, and in Green county he 
made a net gain of nine. Downing's net 
gains in the district were in these two 
counties, and amount to twelve votes. In 
ail tho other counties Rinaker made net 
gains amounting to fifty-five, giving him 
a not gain of forty three in the district, 
and wiping out Mr. Downing's" official 
plurality of 40. Rinaker's gains were 
twenty-three in Scott county, sixteen in 
Pike, five in Macoupin and Calhoun, one 
in Morgan, and ten in Cass. Tho elec- 
tions committee will have to pass upon all 
thu ballots that havo been objected to by 
the canvassing board, and it may finish 
its work tomorrow. It is now believed 
that General Rinaker is certain to secure 
the seat unless there should agaiu come 
up the question of assisted voters. 
But 


General Dudley is making a strong fight 
for Downing, and lie may further delay a 
decision to hold Downing in tho seat un- 
til next winter. He today found much 
fault with the recount o{ the board count- 
ing Morgan county, and wanted to go 
back to the official count as more reliable,, 
This was rather significant, aa it was 
another friend of Downing who made all 
the trouble in that board and sent so 
many ballots to the elections committee.

W. H. STARR RESPONSIBLE. 


A Write Up a Year Ago L«*d9 • Demtnr- 


Ite to Believe the Author Wrote 


a War Article^ 


The readers' of the Republican will re- 


call a write-up of W. H. Starr's trip 
through the P. G. Valley aboujli n year 
ago when he was in the state of Penn- 
sylvania on a visit to former friends and 
relatives. That write-up was read by and 
causeyi a Decatnx lady, who came to Deca- 
tur from Mechaniosburg, Pa., and who 
aikes a Mechanlcsburg paper, to assume 
that the person who wrote up tho Starr 
episode wrote a letter during the war 
which was published in the Mechanics- 
mrg paper this week as a reminiscence 
and she boldly accused him of it. The 
letter is a good one and treats of a good 
matter that all old soldiers will appreciate 
lor we all had slight touches of the dis- 
eases referred to. Indeed the citizen sol- 
dier who was free from the disease coulcL 
ay no claim to courage. It was tho fact 
that his intelligence pointed out the fact, 
;hat at any moment a misslo from tho 
enemy might wipe out his earthly exist- 
ence or maim him for life and yet In face 
of it did his duty and never faltered that 
entitles him to tho honors of a patriot and 
lero. 


But the author of the write-up was not 


ihe author of the letter. Ho was not in 
the regiment this namesake wns in. He 
was not on the coast nor in the Seventh 
Army Corps, but suffered the pangs of 
ihe same disease along the Potomac, the 
Bappahannock, the Chicahominy and the 
Tames River and in the Shehandoah Val- 
ey and can bear witness to the fact that 
iliinate and river bottoms had nothing to 
do with the disease. It was as prevalent 
at one place us at another and was neither 
augmented or diminished by the soasong, 
The fact that the disease ended with the 
surrender at Appomnttox inclines the 
writer to the opinion that It was duo to 
bhe presence of Johnny and his gun and it 
s also fair to assume that Johnny had tho 
disesae himself, for Grant in his memoirs 
speaks of discovering in an affair in Mis- 
souri that the Jobnnles were as much 
afraid as he was. ' Following is the letter 
ns.it appeared in the Mectmnicsburg pa- 
per: 


The following -letter was written home 


by a Meohaniosburger during .the war— 
from the headquarters of Company A, 
158th Pennsylvania Volunteers, 7th Army 
Corps, Department of Virginia and North 
!arollna, Suffolk, Va., May 15, 1863: 
My Dear Old Friend .Tate: There is a 


new disease just broke out here. They 
call it camp disease. The first symptoms 
s a horror of gu,npowdor. The patient 
can't abide the smell of it, -but is seized 
with a nervous trembling of the knees, 
and a whiteness about the liver, uud a 
onging inclination to advance backward 
;be same way that water serves mad (logs. 
Then comes what our captain calls homd 
fever, and next the sufferer's wife and 
ihildrcn are reported all sick at home. 
After which tho poor follow takes a col- 
iapse. and afterward a relapse, but it's 
mighty hard to get a furlough or even a 
lischarge; awful hard. Fact is you can't 
lo it without working the thing pretty 
.ow down. I tell you, Jafeo, between you 
and me, I nm afraid I am taking the dis- 
ease myself. I don't like the reports ] 
icar every day down along the coast. We 
icar the cannon booming every hour. 
And they say that old Beaurcgard is com- 
ng up this way from North Carolina and 
nay play the devil with our rations. I 
ihink I can detect a faint smell of gun- 
lowdor now in tho breeze, and I feel a 
jtrange desire to be at home. It may be 
;he climate, however, that is causing this, 
[ hope so, but don't see how that should 
make me turn cold about the haversack 
every time I see a bayonet. If I only had 
some good spirits to take before breakfast 
[ believe It would brace me up so that I 
could stand it. Please, Jake, send mo 
some immediately upon receipt of this. 
Mark the box "drags," cure of Surgeon 
Wnggonseller, so as to keep it away from 
the major and captain. They take to it 
same as a duck does to wutor.
